Lt is a favorite asser~ 
tion with the champions of Milledge- 
ville that those who favor Atlanta 
must, oi necessity, be prepared to con- 
_ done, or ignore, or ratify the forcible, 
fraudulent and corrupt removal of the 
capital from “the halls of our fathers.” 
And yet the letter upon which we are 
commenting is from the pen of one 
who, with more than Roman firmness, 
confronted the bristling bayonets of 
John Pope, and refused to stain the ju- 
dicial ermine which he wore with such 
peculiar grace and dignity by submit- 
ting to the behests of a satrapy as cruel, 
as upscrupulous and as contemptible 
as any the world ever saw. Can anv 
one be found who is reckless eaoough 
to even insinuate that Augustus Reese, 
the upright citizen,the pure patriot, the 
incorruptible and unconquerable judge, 
by advocating Atlanta as the seat of 
government is thereby ratifying the 
work of aregime whose record he, in 
common with every true Georgian, 
holds in the utmost abhorrence? 
Verily, it would seem that fate has im-~ 
pelled che reckless opponents of At- 
lanta to lay snares for their own feet.

DEATH OF SENATVR MORTON. 

The feeble flame of mortality which 
has flickered so long and so dimly in 
the breast of Oliver P. Morton was ex- 
tinguished yesterday. The dead sen- 
ator was born in Wayne county, In- 
diana, on the 4th day of August, 1823, 
and was, at the time of his death, in 
the fifty-fifth year of his age. He was 
educated at the Miama university, 
from which institution he graduated. 
He chose law as his profession, and 
eutered upon the practice thereof, 
meeting with immediate success. In 
1852, he was elected circuit judge of the 
fifth jadicial circuit of Indiana. 
In 1860, he was elected lieutenant- 
governor of Iudiana, and became gov- 
ernorin 186! when Governor Lane 
was elected to the U aited States senate. 
lu 1864 be was ele ted governor of the 
state, and was subsequently elected a 
member of the U nited States senate as 
a union republican to succed Heary 8. 
Lane, (who was also a union repulican), 
taking his seat on the 4th of March, 
1867. In 1872, he was re-elected, and 
his term of office, which, in the mean- 
tima, will be filled by appointment, 
expires on the 3d of March, 1879. _ 

This, in brief, is the hist ry of one 
who has played an importan: part in 
the political history of the past fifteen 
years—a part that is by no means an 
agreeable one to contemplate. Even 
the most impartial critics of bis career 
cannot fail to deplore the strang® man- 
ner in which his talents were perverted 
to ignoble ends. Senator Morton was 
the r of an__ intellect 
which, under less*unhappy influences, 
might have been called great. lao the 
heated and confused debates in the 
genate—in the stormiest discussions 


that grew out of the stormy times that 
cuaracterized the war between ile 


party. His mental resources bordered 
upon the marvellous, and to the last*he 
controlled and led the majority. But, 
unhappily for the country, unhappily 
indeed, for himself, his splendid gifts of 
mind, becamethe prey of the ignoble 
pas;ion of fanaticism, and hate, the 
m »st malignant and bitter claimed bim 
for her own. The mere wention of th» 
svuth and of the war was enough to 
sting him to madness that was 
all the more furious because of its im- 
potency. For years be hag stood inthe 
way of reconciliation between tie s4c- 
\lons, waving his frail hands frantically 
in the air and calling down curses oa 
a people already despoiled and cxs0.- 
late. 

But all this is over and gone. Likoa 
gust of wind that paxsres 
avd is felt no mure—like ashadow tat 
flits athwart the grass—his poor pér- 
turbed spirit has peen set adrift upon 
the sea of eternity. Let us hope that 
somewhere in the blessed and bound- 
less hereafter, it will fiad that repose 
which has been denied to it here, 
where, for so many dreary years, it has 
been fretted and tormented by diseise, 
and hate and ambition.

Conyers, Ga., November 1.-—This 
was the ‘ big day’’ at the Rockdsle fair, and 
emphatically displayed the great interest whicb 
the people have in the success Of their annual 
exhibitions. 

THE FAIR GROUNDS 
are located about a mile from Conyers, in a belt 
of timber, but are themse'ves cleared up and iu 
excellent c»..diliou for the purpose. There are 
neat and commodious halls for the depart- 
ments, farm products, horticulture and 
the floral and fine arts displays. An excellent 
quarter track gives opportunity for fair racing, 
though rot for any very remarkable exhibitions 
of speed. 
THE CROWD 
in atteudarce toeday was one of the largest ever 
asvembied upon the grounds. Over twelve hun- 
dred paid admission fees at the gates,and there 
were two or three score of folks with their hats 
chalked. The scene was an euliveving one. 
The ladies and children were out in force, and 
their bright smi'es and happy laughter made the 
halis cheerful and the grounds lively. 
THE 8t™ CK SHOW 
can’t be surpassed, if at all, Ly but very few 
couutics in the state. The display of horses 
and jucks was full and very attractive to the 
farmers and si ckmen present, The cattle ¢x- 
hibit was fine. There were a halfdc zen blooded 
bulls and several fine milch cows The hogs 
were an iuteresting show in thems lives and 
demoustrated that Rockdale county need not, if 
her farmers will it so, uever send another dollar 
to the west to buy bacon. ‘hese were as large, 
fatanad heavy porkers and breeders of good 
points as were ever looked upon at any exhil i- 
tion. 
THE FARM PRODUCTS, 

In this deparument there was a full and com- 
pl«te display. Cotton In every stage of growih 
aud preparation for warket was showa and all 
of it of splendid growth. Sample bushels of 
wheat, Oats, peas, corn in the ear and shelled, 
aniali other productions of the county farm 
were nicely arranged and formed one of the 
most iuterestiig departments of the fair. A 
couple of sacks vf clean and excellont Chufas 
were shown, avd it is said many of ihem are 
produced and copsumed in this county. Their 
value as cattle food is being daily better recog- 
nized. 

HORTICULTURE 

The display here Was in keeping with all the 
rest of the exhibits, and gave abuudaunt evi- 
dence of the varied interests so carefully fos- 
tered by the Rockdale farmers. In orchard and 
garden products they make au astonishing ex- 
bibit. This was not alope au interesting buta 
tempting exhibit, and woeu we pissed through 
it we lent our kiuife to Jobn Lowry that we 
might not be tempted t» carve one of the mam- 
mo.b turnips, nor slice a citron through mis- 
take fora watermelon 

PRESERVES AND WINES, 

The good hcourewives of the county make ‘a 

good display of preserves, jellies and wines, all 
from native fruits. Toney also show samples of 
their domestic work. There were light rolls. 
puffy white biscuits, rich rolls of golden butter 
and spiendid cakes. 
la ladies’ work, embroidery, crocheting, quilt- 
ing, etc., there is much interest manifested, and 
handsome displays made. 
The floral show is also decidedly good 
aid neatiy arranged. There are several 
specimens of pauluting and drawing and 
some elegant pies of pen work by Professor 
Davis. 

Professor Thomas B. Bailey, president of 
Conyers female college, exhibits a cabinet of 
rare nlinerai specimens, Magnificent agates and 
other gems and ofthe various coal, qaartz and 
rock ormations in various p:rts of this country 
and Europe. The compsrison between the 
form aud polish of sea shei’s from the Atlantie 
and Pacific ccoans is made by separate exhibits 
of specimens of both.

A special dispatch from Washington 
to the Alexandria Gazette was recently 

ublished in that paper, in which Col. 
‘ail, superintendent of the railway 
inail service, is represented as having 
decided adversely to the line thiough 
Richmond south for the great southern 
mail between Washingtoa ,aud New 
Orleans.

Memphis Avalanche. 


Gen. N. B. Forrest died at 74 o’clock 
ast night, at the residence of Uol. Jesse 
Forrest on Unien street. His disease 
was chronic diarrhea and malarial 
fever. He had been in ill health for 
a year or more, and for several months 
past his condition had been deemed 
critical. Im August he was reported 
dying at Hurricane Springs; but he 
rallied, and was a few weeks aiterward 
able to return to Memphis. The 
disease, however, had taken too firma 
hold on his system. He gradually 
grew worse, until at last even his once 
powertul frame and indomitable will 
succumbed to the destroyer. 

The events which have made Gen- 
eral Forrest’s name familiar to the 
whole civilized world vccurred but as 
yesterday. It seems buta short time 
since the great soldier, whose deeds of 
matchless daring won for him the so~ 
briquet of the “ Wizzard of the saddle,”’ 
threw aside his sword for the imple- 
ments of peace; abandoned the field 
of bloody war for the quiet pursuits of 
the citizen. It 1s not necessary to 
yrint an outline of his mulitary career. 
it is part of the history of the late war. 
There were few important events 
in the south west east of the Mississipp 
river in which he was not a conspicuous 
actor. In many of them the brilliancy 
of his genius and the weight of his 
mighty arm turned the scale. 

Gen. Forrest was without military 
education. When he entered the con- 
federate army he knew absolutely 
nothing of military life. Yet these de- 
fects were without influence. Jie suc- 
ceeded where others, trained to mili- 
tary purauits, failed. All things con- 
sidered he was probably the most 
remarkable man the war produced, 
No one else achieved so much with 
such limited resources. 

About two years ago Gen. Forrest 
made a profession of religion and be- 
came a member of the Oumberlaad 

resbyterian church. He died in this 
faith, and met his death with Cbhrisa~- 
tian calmness and resignation.

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Speaker Randall thas _ not ‘litibated | 
the nine members from Georgia, as 
a glance over a full list of the standing 
and select committees plainly shows. 
Mr. Candler takes Mr. Biackburn’s 
place on the committee of elections. 
No less than twenty-one contested 
seats in the house are practically at the 
disposal of this important committee, 
making every member of it a power at 
the capital. Mr. Candler is also the 
second member of the committee ou 
expenditures in the war department. 

Mr. Harris is the fifth member of the 
next committee in the list, the ways 
and means. This isthe leading com- 
mittee of the house, and a place on it 
means more than those vot familiar 
with congressional life can readily un- 
derstand. Mr Harris is also member 
ofthe committee on expenditures in 
the treasury department. 

Mr. Blount 1s the second member of 
the appropriations committee. Like 
Chairman Atkins of the same commit- 
tee he is not a member o 
any other committee. Upon 
these two southern members will 
doubtless fall the weight of the work 
connected with the preparation and 
;assage of the various appropriations 
bills. There is plenty of work and 
ylory at the head of the committee for 
both of these experienced members 
The country expects them to pursue 
even a stricter course of economy than 
they inaugurated two years ago. The 
extravagaut estimates submitted by the 
d.fferent auepartments must be cut 
down. 

Mr. Bell represents Georgia in the 
fourth committee of the list, that of 
banking and curreacy. Ile i; alsoa 
member of the committee on educa- 
tion and labor. Places on the first~- 
named committee were eargerly sought 
after, and the displacement of Mr. Cox 
from the chairmanship created a great 
dealof comment. The west and south 
have seven out of the eleven members, 
thus leaving the contractionisis and sin- 
gle-standard men out in the cold. 

Mr. Felton is second of the commit- 
tee on commerce, a place he has reach- 
ed by deserved promotion. He is also 
a member of the committee on mines 
and mining. Heis right where he can 
put in some practical work for his state 
He will doubtless see that 
the Georgia rivers are 
not neglected, and that the growing 
gold-mining interests of the state re- 
ceive some attention. The establish- 
ment of an assay oftice, if not a mint, 
in the state is athing of the near fu- 
ture. 

Mr. Hartridge is a member of the 
judiciary committee, where he will be 
thrown in close contact with the ablest 
lawyers of the state, including one Mr. 
Butler, of Massachusetts. He is also 
a member of the committee on expen 
ditures of the department of justice. 

Mr. Smith is assigned to the com- 
roaittee on public lands, of which 
Mr. Morrison is chairman. This is con 
sidered one of the best committees. 
Mr. Smith is also a member of the com- 
mitte on patents. 

Mr. Cock is chairman of the commit- 
tee on public buildings and ygrounds— 
a place that gives him social promi- 
nence in Weshington, if not an oppor- 
tunity to greatly advance the public 
interests. The popular member from 
the third district is also a member of 
the committee on reform in the civil 
service, a leading committee. 

This brings us to Mr. Stephens, who 
was permitted to select the 
places on the committees that he want- 
ed. He decided to retain the chairman- 
ship of the committee on coinage, 
weights and measures, and a place on 
the committee on rules. The other 
members of the latter committee are 
the speaker, and Messrs. Sayler, Banks 
and Garfield. 

Georgia is represented in every com- 
mittee before which the important 
business of the session will come. Our 
representatives are advantageously 
placed, and with their present expe- 
rience, it can not be doubted that their 
influence will be felt ior the good of the 
whole country, and indefense of al! 
revsonable local interests. 


WHO IS WELSH? 

The nomination of Mr. John Weish 
for the English mission was a genuine, 
and after the Cameronian fiasco, an 
agreeable surprise to the country, and 
particularly to Pennsyivavia, where he 
is little known, although he was born 
and has always lived in Philadelphia. 
He is a sugar importer of fortune and 
years. The statement that the 
president had decided to appoint only 
middle aged men to diplomatie offices 
must be untrue, for Mr. Hilliard is over 
seventy and Mr. Welsh is seventy-two 
years old. The new minister has never 
held an office outside of aristocratic city 
appointments, such as the Fairmont 
Park commission,the sinking fund com- 
mission,the centennial board of finance, 
etc. He also arranged the great 
sanitary fair of 1864, by which nearly a 
million dollars was re ilized. 

The appointment of Mr. Welsh, after 
the rejection of Simon, the wirepuller, 
must be doubly exasperating to the 
house of Cameron, Mr. Welsh is by 
nature opposed to the machine politi. 
cians. He has never been identified 
with the Cameronsin any form. He 
istoo honest and opinionated for that. 
Moreover he is very respectable, but he 
is not adiplomat, and is thought to be 
too oli to learn. The Camerons, pere 
and son, will do their utmost to defeat 
his contirmation, They charge him 
with the grave crime of recommending 
a democrat to a prominent position. 
This is a terrible charge; and rejection 
or confirmation would swell the de mo- 
cratic majority in Pennsylvania next 
Tuesday. We hope however that 
Mr. Welsh will be confirmed. It is 
time that the Cameron dynasty wa: 
utterly overthrown.

In the early part of thépresent year, 
Hon. R M. T. Hunter, of Virginia, who 
was a member of the confederate cabi- 
net, contributed to a northern paper an 
article relating to the peace commission 
instituted by Mr. Davis in 1865. The 
tone of Mr. Hunter’s article does not 
seem to have been favorable to the ex~ 
president, for, in a recent number of 
the Southern Historical Society Papers, 
appears a letter from his pen in which 
he takes occasion to correct the impres- 
sions that may have been left upon the 
minds of those who have had an op- 
portunity to read Mr. Hunter’s contri- 
vution to confederate history. Mr. 
Davis says that the former position 
of Mr. Hunter asa member ot the con- 
federate cabinet, and the fact that his 
article has been republished in 
the Papers of the Sowth- 
ern Historical Society constitute 
an exceptional case, which seems to 
call for a departure from the rule to 
which he has heretofore adhered—to 
leave all attacks upon himself in con- 
nection with the government of the 
confederacy to be answered by time or 
by other persons. He then proceeds 
to criticise and correct the statement of 
Mr. Hunter with respect to the dimin~ 
ished hopes of certain persons in 1865 
and the effect produced by the descrip- 
tions of Mr. F. P. Blair, who was, or 
had been, on a visit to Richmond, of 
the immense resources of the United 
States, and of the destructive spirit 
which further resistance to the federal 
government would arouse. Mr. Davis 
concedes that Mr, Hunter may be a fair 
exponent of the despondency he de- 
scribes and that he may have been in- 
fluenced by the threatenings to which 
he refers, but the ex-president sub- 
mits that it does not follow 
that these influences and this 
despondency were the prevalent feel- 
ings of the country, and, least of all, 
of its gajlant army. 

“The talk about peace,” Mr Hunter 
says in his article, “became so earnest 
and frequent in the capiial of the con- 
lederacy, and the desire for it among 
many members ot the confederacy 
became so plain and _ obvious 
that President Davis and 
his friends began to feel _ that 
it was expedient that the confederate 
government should show some desire 
for peace on fair terms. To show no 
sense of responsibility for the terrible 
contlict then waging, and no desire 
‘for peace on any terms, would injure 
the confederate government in the eyes 
of its own people. Accordingly, the 
president in January, 1865, = de- 
termined to appoint three 
missioners and proposed a conference 
beiween them and others to be ap- 
pointed by the United States govern- 
ment on the subject of peace.” 

Mr. Davis, alluding to this, says that 
when Mr. Hunter penned these state~ 
ments he must have known that the 
inaugural. address of the president 
under the provisional government, de- 
livered four yeais prior to 1865, ex- 
pressed a strong desire for peace ; 
that a few days after his inau- 
guration he appointed commissioners 
to go to Washington with full authori- 
ty to negotiate for a peaceable and 
equitable settlement between the two 
governments; that in many, if not in 
all his messages to congress there was 
shown the same desire to terminate 
the war by any settlement that would 
be fair and honorable to both parties ; 
that, hoping something from the rela~ 
tions of personal friendship formerly 
existing between President Lincoln and 
Vice-Pres dent Stephens, the latter 
was sent to seek an interview with Mr, 
Lincoln, in which, beginning with the 
subject of suffering prisoners, it was ex- 
pected that other questions might be 
reached in the interest of peace. Mr. 
Davis furthermore says tbat Mr. Hun- 
ter knew it was the assurance brought 
by Mr. Blair that a commission 
sent to discuss the question 
of establishing amicable relations 
would be received by the president of 
the United States, that led to the 
appointment of the commission of 
which Mr. Hunter was member, Mr. 
Davis also corrects Mr. Hunter’s state 
ment, that the commissioners were ex- 
pected to meet Megsers. Lincoln and 
Seward at Old Point, and says it was 
expected that they would be passed 
through the lines and received in 
Washington. 

Mr. Davis then proceeds to show that 
the phraseology of the instructions, 
contrary to Mr. Hunter’s intimatione, 
constituted no embarrassment to the 
commissioners at all, and quotes Mr. 
Stephens to prove that: such rumors 
are utterly unworthy of notice, Mr. 
Davis’s article closes with a letter from 
tte Hon. Judah P. Benjamin, together 
with the original draft of the instruc- 
tions and the copy as amended. The 
entire article is a valuable and timely 
contribution to confederate history. 
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A WORD WILH 1HK UHAMPIONS. 

It is asserted that Atlanta’s influence 
is corrupting. Will some of the cham- 
pions of Milledgeville, who argue on 
that. line, name a single democratic 
legislator who has been corrupted by 
Atlanta’s influences?

We begin with Wednesday of last 
week, thus continuing the resume 
of the previous week. Mr. Bell pre- 
sented the petition of Joel A. Billups, 
executor gf John Billups, deceased, for 
compensation for property purchased 
by United States officers. Mr. Steph- 
ens presented the petition of Charles 
R. Stone and Mary A. Dantorth, exec- 
utors of Jacob Danforth, deceased, of 
Augusta, to be relieved from a jadg- 
ment of confi-cation in the district 
court of the United States at Louis- 
ville, 

No Georgia business was presented 
on Thursday, when both houses ad- 
journed until Monday. Ono that day 
Gen. Gordon presented the petition of 
the business men of Charleston, for the 
re-establishment of the office of assis- 
tant treasurer at Charleston. 

In the house on Monday last occurred 
the first call of the states for bil's and 
resolutions. It broughta deluge ofthem, 
Georgia contributing the portion. Mr- 
Stephens introduced a bill for the relief 
of Join F, Andrews, postmaster at 
Washington ; also a bill for the relief 
of E. P. Edwards, postmaster at Elling- 
ton. 

Mr. Felton introduced a bill to repeal 
the act defining additional causes of 
challenge and prescribing an additional! 
oath for grand and petit jurors in Uni- 
ted States courts; a bill to prescribe a 
form of oath or aflirmation t& 
be taken by membeis of congress 
before entering upon the duties cf their 
office; a bill to allow farmers to sell 
leaf tobacco of their own production 
to other persons than manufacturers of 
tobacco, without special tax ; a bill to 
appropriate money tor continuing the 
improvement of the Coosa river from 
Rome to the Selma railroad bridge in 
Alabama, and a bill granting pensions 
to certain soldiers of the Mex can, 
Fiorida and Black Hawk wars, and 
certain widows of deceased soldiers and 
sailors of the same wars. 

Mr. Harris introduced a bill to aid 
manufacturing, mining avd railroad 
companies in protecting the earnings of 
the laboring classes.

Mr. Bell introduced a bill for the 
relief of Joel A. Billups; a bill fur the 
relief of John R. Nichols, postmaster 
at Athens; anda bill to granta pen 
sion to George LD. Philips, a soldier in 
the war of 1812. 

Mr. Blount introduced a bill to cre- 
ate an additional judicial district for 
the state of Geory'a. 

Mr. Hartridge introduced a bill for 
continuing the work improving 
the harbor at Savannah; a bill to ap 
propiate money for the improvee 
ment of the harbor at Darien; 
a bill for tne relief of James J. 
Waring, of Savannah; a bill to appro- 
priate money for the improvement of 
the harbor at Brunswick ; a bil! to pro- 
vide a building for the use of the United 
States district and circuit courtsand the 
postoffice at Savannah, anda bill for 
the relief of H. F. Willink. 

Mr. Candler introduced a bill to es- 
lish at Atlanta a port of delivery.

ITAL AT A LARGE OR sAMALL 
PLACKH ? 


Atianta’s Proposition Considered— 


to make a Coatract—Tfhe Counve- 
nicnees of Atiannta and Milledge- 
ville Compared, ete. 


Mavison, Ga, Nov. 1, 1877. 
GENTLEMEN—AB it has ever been my 


habit to give my views upon any and. 


all subjects touching the public weal, 
when asked for by my neighbors or 
others, | know of no sufficient reason 
why I shuuld not answer your letter, 
asking my views upon the capital 
question, soon to be voted upon by the 
people uf Georgia. In doing so you 
will p'ease pardon me in saying that I 
am not aware that iny reflections upon 
the subject have been influenced or 
my conclusions controlled by any con- 
siderations other than state pride and 
the convenience and good of the whole 
people; and [ think lam prepured to 
speak of the two places named in the 
ordinance of the convention, as they 
are “nothing extenuate nor set down 
aught in malice.” 

As a member of the late convention 
I voted for su »mitting the question to 
the people, for the reason that | 
thought it right that they should have 
an opportunity of determining the 
matter by a direct vote, believing 
then, as I now do, that they 
will, in spite of imaginary or real 
lccal interests and sectional prejudices, 
come to a wise conclusion. 

In my judgment, the question and 
the only question which every voter 
should ask himself before he deposits 
his vote, is this: ‘Where do state pride 
aud the convenience and gocd oi the 
whole people say the capital of Geor- 
gia ought to b located, atgAtlanta or 
Milledgeville .” 

Preliminary to awise determination 
of this question, is the quesiion, ‘Is it 
bi tter to have the capital ata larye or 
a emall place 1” 

My judgmeut is that the further the 
place is removed from the character of 
a rural village, as regards population, 
capital and commerce, the better it is 
fitted for a capital; and the nearer it 
approaches a rural village, in these re- 
spects, the more unsuitable it is fora 
capital. Thisis the result of my ob- 
servation, and 1 thir k the experience 
of the world. 

Locate the capital where you may, 
it will not be denied by fair minds that 
an army of adventurers, eager tu make 
alivirg without honest labor, will fol- 
low it. ‘This has always been so 
and will ever be the case. If a 
capital be loated in a = small

place where there are manufactures, 
trade, capital, and commerce, and 
inbabitants are not dependent upon 
government pap but upon their own 
business and are, therefore, personally 
interested in good government and che 
prosperity of their city, the good men 
all such places are apt to be iu a major- 
ity and give the place a healthy tope —- 
a tone of which no citizen need be 
ashamed, 

Undne and corrupting influences 
upon legislation and government officers 
in discharge of their duty do not de- 
pend upon the place but upon the 
stamina of legislators and other govern-~ 
ment officers; and if they be weak 
enough or wicked enough, they will be 
tempted and will fall in one place 
as well as another. The peopie alone 
have ic in their power to prevent all 
this sort of thing by putting in office 
such men only as will never be sp- 
proached by such motions as might 
otherwise attempt improperly to influ- 
ence a public officer in the discharge of 
his duty. 

Some people seem to think that “our 
fathers,” in locating the capital at Mil- 
ledgeville, were partly induced todo so 
by the consideration that a’small piace 
was beiter suited for a capital than a 
large one ; but as we read their action 
thereon in the light of surrounding cir- 
cumstances, their views were just the 
opposice of what is attributed to them. 
Let us see. I quote irom act of 11th 
May, 1803, Clayton’s Compilation, p. 
107 —‘** 'Lhat immediately after the 
boundary line shall be run agreeably 
to this act, five commissioners, to be 
appointed by the legislature, shall at 
the most eligible and suitable place, at 
or near the head of navigation on the 
south side of the Oconee river, lay out 
a tract of land containing 3,240 acres, 
etc, which is hereby set apart fora 
town to be called Milledgeville.” Again, 
I quote from act of December 12, 1504, 
section 1, Clayton’s Comp. p. 209: 
“Whereas, the commissioners appoint- 
ed in and by an act of the general as- 
sembly ot this state passed on the 
llth of May, 1803, nave 
fixed the site at Milledge~ 
ville, pursuant to the provisions of the 
said ac!; and whereas the legislature do 
agree to and approve ot the said site, it 
is expedient that a part of the lots of 
said town should be sold to build a state 
house and other public buildings,” 
Again, 1 quote frm same act, sec. 
7, “That the next meeting of the gen- 
eral assembly after the date of said 
proclamation, shall be at the said town 
of Milledgeyille which 1s hereby de- 
ciared to be the permanent seat of gov- 
ernment of this state.”” (Meaning there- 
by the ;ermanent seat of government 
until the people shall will otherwise ) 

Now in order to ascertain the views 
of “our fathers” as to the future of 
Milledzeville at the time they deter- 
mined to make it the capital of the 
state, let us call to mind the facts, 

1. That the state of Georgia, as it 
then stood, was bounded on the so ith 
aud southwest by the Ocmulgee river, 
and on the northwest by the “dry line’ 
as it was called, now the dividing 
hoe between Morgan a:d Walton 
counties, 

». That at that time the Oconee 
river was believed to be navigable by 
all boats thea employed tn inland nay 
igation, as high up as Milledgeville. 

3. “Our fathers” did not dream of 
the day of steamboats and railroads or 
of the wonderful changes they have 
made in determining the central points 
of a state. 

4. That no one at that time 
looked to the speedy = acqui- 
sition of the territory south of the 
Ocmulgee or the mushroom growth of 
the citvof Macon. Itisclear that they 
(‘our fathers”), from their stand-poini, 
thought that Milledgeville promised to 
become the largest, or one o! the largest, 
of the inland cowns in the state, and 
uo doubt it would have been but for the 
sprioging up of the city of Macon after 
the acquisition of the territory south of 
the Ocwulgee, the failure of the navi- 
vation of the Ovonee river by steam- 
boats when they came into use and the 
establishment of railroads in the coun- 
try. 
The number of acres set apart by 
them, coveriag as much area as will 
hold the population of the larg: st city 
of the state, is conclusive of what the 
“fathers” thought of the future of Mil- 
ledgeville. Wesay, then, th: t we are 
sustained in our views upon the sub- 
ject ot a large place being preferable to 
a small one for the capital, not only by 
reason and the experience of the world. 
but also by the practical views of the 
“fathers.” 

Again, in all things connected with 
government, our theory is that the will 
of the people, if not in cunflict with 
fundamental Jaw, or the sworn duty of 
oflicers, should yovern. This bei:g 
conceded, the greater the number of 
citizens (not office seekers) who visit 
the capital from different seetions of 
the state on business, the better 
will the people know and under- 
stand what i going on at the 
capital and their agents, the public 
oticers, understand the views and in~ 
teresis of the people. And in thiscon- 
nection I don’t think it is extravagant 
to say that fifty solid citizens do visit 
Atlanta on private business where one 
will visit Milledgeville, who not only 
carry home with them valuable polit- 
ical information, but many of them im- 
bibe and carry home with them the 
eneigy, industry and perseverance of 
the people of Atlanta—virtues s0 much 
needed among our peop'e generally. 

Again, it is said tbat if the capital is 
voted back to Milledgeville the state 
has there a suitable old capitol build-~ 
ing, but if it remaios at Atlanta the 
state will have to build a new one, Let 
us see how this is. While I do not be- 
lieve the: building in Atlanta to be at 
all unsafe, lam frank to say that it does 
not come up to my ideas as to whatthe 
capitol of Georgia ought to be, nor does 
the house at Milledgeville. At Muil- 
ledgeville, where would you pui your 
state library requiring ten times the 
room now that 1: did before the war? 
and if it continaes to increase in the 
same ratio that it has for the last ten 
years, it will require in thirty years a 
room §80x40,if not more, to hold it. 
Every one knows that no such room 
can be provided in the old building 
Where couid you keep your agricul- 
tural bureau? Where the  of.- 
fice of choo! commissioner ? 
Where would you put your 
wining, manufacturing and mechanicat 
burcaux, wiich will surely be estab 
lished as soon as the state is relieved 
from her indebtedness, if we have wise 
legislation. 

Where will you keep the archives of 
state inthe old capitol? Some years 
since I had cccasion to hunt up an 
original act of the general assembly in 
manuscript, and, aiter three days dili- 
gent search, with the assistance of a 
person familiar with matters about the 
state-house, found itin the ba-emeni 
among a confused pile of mouidering, 
rotting papers, the explanation being 
that there was no other room about tLe 
building for such papers. 

In my view of things, 1 look upon the 
building of anew capitol in a few years 
without relerence to the place where 
the seat of government may be fixed, 
as a foregone corclusion. The people

with me upon this subject, and as a 


great deal has been said in newspapers 
about the powers of the city authorities 
snd the good faith of the corporation of 
Atlanta, it is due that I should say 
sumething upon this subject. x 

Now, as to the power vu! the city au 

thorities to make such a contract so as 
to bind the city,there seems to be some 
difference of opinion among gentlefaen 
of legal learning, some holding that 
under the charter in connection with 
the proyisions of the new cousiitution, 
paragraph |, section 6, art. 7 (which, it 
is said, will certainly be adopted) uhe 
city authorities clearly have the power 
to bind the corporacion ; others holding 
lt may require an amendment to the 
charter. But waivirg a discussion of 
this difference of opinion, there can be 
no douot or difference of opinion upon 
the pointthat the mayor and council 
making the propositon, if they 
have no power to bind tLe city, are, 
in the language of the 34th section of 
the city charter, “joinily and sever- 
ally liable thereon as upon their own 
contracis; and if l were on the line of 
accepting any donation for the pur- 
pose indicated, I should uot hesitate, 
from my knowledge of some of the 
gentlemen aud the reputation of the 
others, to rely upon their personal res- 
ponsibility.1 cannot for a moment doubt 
the honor and good faith of the eity 
authorities, or that if Atlanta should 
be elected, the propusition would be 
carried out by the city authorities and 
tue people of Atlanta with the utmost 
yood faith. 

li is said, however, that the propo- 
sitfon is too uncertain as to terms and 
time, to be enforced. As to the terms, 
“that 1s certain which can be made 
certain’ ig a principle in construing 
contracts a8 o.d as the common law; 
as to time, ifthe time is not fixed by 
the contract, it means within a rea- 
sonable time,and this ruleis also as 
old as the common law. There is 
nothing in this objection; it is the 
merest caviling. 1 can ses no possi- 
ble trouble to grow cut of the terms of 
tue proposition. 

Azain, itis said thatthe expenses of 
government wili be less at Misledgeville 

han at Atlanta. Let us see how 
this will be. Poard and lodging at 
either place musi, lf there be competi- 
tion, in the exd, depend upon the 
market for supplies and the con- 
venience of house keeping at either 
place. If ew landlord of a hotel or of a 
private boarding house has the advan- 
tayes of water works giving him wate: 
in his kitchen Band every room iu his 
house by turning a faucet,and gas works 
to supply his premises with lights, we 
know that he cancarry on his business 
with a much smaller number of ser 
vants and be at less expense, and can, 
therelore, (other things being equal) 
afford to fix the board bills at a lower 
rate than he could possibly do without 
these conveniences, and at the same 
lume make his guests more comfortable 
and better _talistied, These conve- 
niences Atlanta has, and hesa popula- 
tion sufliciently large to insure their 
being kept up and continued. Mil. 
ledgeville has not these conveniences 
nor can she, with no mo.e population 
and bussness than she now has or is 
likely to have, establish, keep up and 
support these labor-saving and comfort- 
promotirg conveniences; and therefore 


ernment officers must be greater at thy 
one place than at the other, es- 
pecially when we consider the 
lact that the competition between per- 
sons who fnrnish supplies will embrace 
a much larger number in Atlanta than 
at Milledgeville. 

I cannot bring my mind to the con- 
clusion that either of the places spo- 
ken of has any extrinsic claims to the 
capital and therefore I[ shall not dis« 
cuss the relative merits of the claims 
set up by either. The whole matter 
solves ‘tself intothis: Where do sth&te 
pride and the convenience and good of 
the whole people say the capital ought 
LO be ? have already in- 
timated that the location cof the 
capital in a large place, was in 
my opinion of doubtiul benefit 
to the place and tn a small place a pos 
itive evil, if not a curse, to the place. 
My informa!ion is that the citizens of 
Milledgeville who are the most enthu- 
siastic for having the capital, are young 
men and new citizens having had no 
experience in the state of things there 
when it was the seat of government, 
and, therefore, have no knowledge of 
what wil be the effect upon their com- 
munity... A few peisons may be bene- 
fitted pecuniarily, but in my judgment 
the community, as a whole, wili be 
injurec. Lam happy to believe that 
ithe trede in the city is larger than it 
ever was,and that the standard in 
everything is higher than it 
was when the capital was there. 
Now they have no loafers 
or adventurers. Every citizen 1s trying 
to make an honest living by attending 
to his own business and leaving other 
people’s alone—a sure road to happi- 
ness and prosperity. 

Put the capital upon them, and they 
will soon havean army of adventurer-, 
men 2nd women, io their midst whu 
will flock thither for the purpose of 
living without honest labor, and must, 
therefore, necessarily, in some illegit~ 
imate way, live upon the labor of oth- 
ers. A Jarge place may stand this sort 
of thing; a small place cannot, without 
serious damage to its material and 
moral weaith. 

With my view cf things, if I owed 
the good people of Milledgeville a 
yrudge and was mean enough to seek 
revenge, I would not devise a more 
perfec. scheme than to locate the capi-x 
talin their beloved city, but as 1 de 
not harbor the least unkind feeling to 
their city or any citizen thereof, I 
am unwilling to become instrumental 
In imposing upon the.n the burden of 
the capital, however anxious they may 
be to the contrary. 

‘*We, ignorant of ourselves, 
Beg often our own harms; which the wise powers 
Deny us for our good ; 89 ficd we profil, 
By ivsing of our prayers."’ 

To sum up the whole matter, my 
judgment is that if the people remove 
uhe capital from Atlanta it will prove 
to be the greatest of mistakes.

As early as the weather permitted in 

the spring, ran off the rows three feet 

apart aud threw up beds with small 
turning plow not quite so high as cot: 
ton beds. Planted on top of bed by 
opening the bed with a small scooter, 
drilled the seed in furrow as in planting 
cotton and covered with a board. After 
the plants were up and of sufficient 
size, thinned them out in the drill to 
about one and two stalks to every ten 
inches, after which I cultivated by plow- 
ing and hoeing, as if it had been cotton. 

Just before the seed became fully ripe, 

knocked off the fodder by means of a 
wooden sword made for the purpose of 

hard wood, cut down the cane and 
hauledto the mill. By cutting the 

cane before “dead ripe,” the yield of 
syrup 18 greater in quantity and better 
in quality, especially as to color, since 
the more matured caneimparts to the 
syrup a dark color. This crop was 
madeon bottom land without fertili- 

zers. The certiticate of James O. A. 
Miller, suryeyor, shows that the quan- 

tity of land was one and three-fortieths 

(1 3-40) acres, and that of 
Messrs. B.D, Brewster and B. P. Gray 

that the yield of syrup was one hun- 

dred and fifty-five (155) gallons. I 

think sorghum can be made a protita- 
ble crop.

The land is of a gray, pimply soil, 
and im good condition. It was broken 
up broadcast about seven inches deep.

I put 
in fifty bushels of cotton seed and 
two hundred pounds Barry’s commer- 
cial fertilizer— cost of manure, $11 50. 
Pianted the 23d March. The corn is 
known as the “Pennsylvania White.” 
I plowed this corn three times with 
swteps—first plowing 27th April, sec 
ond plowing 7th May, third and last 
10ib June-—in all seven furrows to the 
row. No hoeing at all. Thecorn stood

AN ACRE OF LOWLAND CORN ENTERED BY

(Note—This was unsaccessful in 
competing for the premium.) The 
land was turned over with a two-horse 
Brinley plow in September, 1876. In 
February of the present year 
400 pounds oyster shell lime 
were broadcasted over it; and in the 
latter part of March the land was _ re- 
turned with a cne-horse Brinley plow. 
April 18:h—The rows were run off 
33 feet wide with a scooter, followed by 
a double wingshovel ; then distributed 
100 pounds of Zell’s ammoniated dis- 
solved bones, dropped the corn nine 
inches apart with one grain to the hill 
and covered with a double tooth har- 
row. 

May %th- Rua around with Coulter 
and split the middles with a sweep. 
May 10th—Chopped out and 
planted. 

May 251—Plowed out with sweeps. 
June Sd — Hoed and thinned to 
eighteen inches in drill. 

June 5, plowed with turn shovel; July 
4, laid by with long wing turn shovel. 
The weather being excessively hot and 
followed by a long drouth, caused the 
corn to be cut off fully one-half, Yie'd, 
4900 pounds, or 70 bushels.

My wheat was sowed on red land— 
an old pine field that had been turned 
out some fifteen years. It was cleared 
up in the spring of 1873 and sowed in 
corn for forage, then followed with 
wheat iu the fall. About 50 bushels of 
cotton seed were broad casted per acre. 
After harvest the stubble was turaoed 
under while green. In 1875 planted in 
cotton with 200 pounds of guano per 
acre, which yielded 800 pounds of seed 
cotton per acre. Pianted in cotton 
again in 1876, yielded about 
900 pounds of seed cotton. On the 23d 
of November, last, commenced break- 
ing up the land with a No.3 A. Eddy 
two-horse plow, going about eight 
inches deep. Before breaking I had 
applied about 100 bushels of cotton 
seed broadcast. A two-horse harrow 
was drawn across the plow to level and 
break the clods, while fresh wheat was 
sowed November 24, with a “Cham- 
pion Grain Drill,” drilling 134 
bushels per acre, with 300 
pounds of fertilizer per acre (equal por- 
tions of grange mixture and cotton 
compound) yield 337-5 bushels. The 
expenses and profit of the above are as 
follows :

I then put in three hun- 
dred pounds of soluble Pacific guano 
to the acre, in the furrows, and bedded 
on it with a large tinester (?) plow, 
going five times to the row. Commenc- 
ed planting about the 15th of May and 
tinished 10th of June. 

Planted the S.. Domingo yam. Hoed 
once and plowed with shovel and 
scrape, going three times to the row. 
The yield was 453 bushels as shown by 
certificate of Messrs. KE. L. Jones, James 
Grady and RK. L. Jones, the potatoes 
from an average square rod of ground 
having been gathered and measured, 
and the total yield computed on this 
basis.

THE WKALTH OF GEORGIA,

of the war her total wealth was $191,000 000. la 
1370, three years afterwards, this had increased 
to $268 000,000, and this too despite the 
fact thai sh: lost the flower of her manhood by 
the war. From 186% to 1875, her increase in 
property was 52 per cent.

The tenden- 
cy of its people's officials is toward re'rench- 
ment—anud under the new constituti.n, the 
most diligent economy is enforced. 

THE EDUCATIONAL ADVANTAGES, 

The cducational advantages are fine. The 
constitution provides for a system of public 
schools that shall give a good education to every 
coild in the state without charge. T..e system 
is well organized and qute efficient. The 
white and colored schools are kept separate 
and are taught by different teach” 
ers In 1875 there were 169 916 children at 
schoo!.
